He is Mot by an Iiiiniciiae aiul Euthu- 
HiusHc, Crowd. 

Addresses Prcsoiitud, to Which lie Roiilios— 
His Speech Hecclvod with Loud Cheers 
und .Some Hisecs, 



ISpocial to TiiK Cin.ONisT.I 
ToiiONTO, May 17. — Wm. O'Brien, edi- 
tor of United Ireland, arrived this morn- 
ing amid a scene of ontliusiasm and excite- 
ment' imi^quallod since his eiitcanpe into 
Canada.' Fully 3,000 men crushed and 
struggled with each other to catch a 
glimpse of him. A few attempts at hoot- 
ing and hissing woro niado as O'Brien on- 
terod a carriage, but wore quickly drowned 
by the hearty, stirring choera, which wont 
u]) as he stood upon the carriage .and ex- 
eluinied, "Three oheers fdr our friends in 
England and tho cause they are struggl- 
ing for." A cavalcade of mounted polic», 
witii diawii swords, and a phitooii of 
(dlicera surrounded tho carriage. Tho 
he del was reached without a sign of hos- 
tility, excojit an occasional hoot or hiss. 
At the hotel O'Brien was mot by a cum- 
iiuttee who offered hitn an address of wel- 
come. ' In rbplyi O'Brion made a short 
.speech, tlianking them for their support. 
He .lUiuled to Ijanadowiio's alleged cruelly 
In teu;iuts, and made an attack on the 
London Tiiiifn. His sjieech was received 
with cheers mingled with hisses. 

'I'ho Rossin house is only a few blocks 
away and as the party drove up the crowd 
increased and tlie enthusiasm grew great- 
er. The spacious rotunda of the hotid 
was iiiu! m.'iss of liuiuaiiity. To reach his 
riioiii svas iiiipossilde, and to register was 
inipo.sMible, so O'Brien was hoisted on the 
.slioulders of strong men and carried tutlio 
broad staircase and there, amid iniinense 
excitement, was presented with an address 
liy D.P. Hill, socretjiry of tho local branch 
of the national league. During O'Brien's 
rejily there were fre(|Uont attempts at in- 
terruption by several of the crowd, but as 
before the 'overwhelming majority of the 
crowd were O'Brienists and their cheers 
.sounded like a chorus.

THK 'I'UUEE i>AV'.S 1'HIVII.KOH. 

Fruiii S. D. Pope aeknowledginif ro- 
ceijit of secretary's letter containing reso- 
luticdi eiiiidenining the iirovision in rules 
and regulations granting to teachers privil- 
ege of closing schools for three days for 
purpose of visiting other schools. In 
reply the superintendent otatod that the 
rule referred lo had only been adopted 
for Ihe sclioiils nf the proviiico after care- 
ful deliberation, as it was considered to be 
of . great importance to the interests of 
education. In view of the fact that there 
wan no normal school for the training of 
teachers, as well aH the fact khat a very 
large number of the permansnt staff hero 
had limited opiiurtuiiities of gaining a 
knowledge of the iliU'erent methods of iii- 
stniclioii ill use, it is expected that trus- 
tees will eiicoui'Hge teachers in taking 
every advantjige of tlie privilege. It was 
further poiiiteil out that the days set 
apart were for a specifio purpose ancl not 
holiday."!, and the govornment hold teach- 
ers rcHpoiisible for the duo fillfillinuiit of 
the object of the rule. 

All opinion was expressed that tho 
tone of tho letter partook somewhat of a 
lecture from the supurintondunt, and that 
Ihe trustees wero probably the best 
juilges of what was the necessary pro- 
cedure in schools.

( >u motion of Trustee Milno, soconded 
by TriiHtee McMicking, it was decided to 
suggest lo the government that the exam- 
inations of the Bohools be held on Thurs 
day, 4<'riday and' .Saturday, the IGth, 17th 
and 18th Juno.

Riiferring to tho clausu concerning the 
school prizes, Secriitary Haward said 
there was §110 in tho treasury for tho 
purpose. 

Trustee Milno, seconded by Trustoo 
HeiBterinan, moved tliat be devoted 
to^tlw purpose. ' ' • 

Trustoo Milno referred to the sugges- 
tion made by the teachers of the central 
school that the money received from 
the ontertainineiit be given only to the 
central school. He thought tho sugges- 
tion a very selfish one, and uonsitlered 
that the money should bo equally divided. 

Trustee Heistermnn was of aimilar 
opinion. 

Oliniriiinii Higgins thought that if a vote 
of the Hcliiiol pupils were taken lo-niorrow 
they would forego the prizes this exam- 
ination, ' and devote the wliolo fund in 
their liands to tho Nanaimo relief fund. 

Secretary Hayward thought the sugges- 
tion a wortliy ono, but did not think they 
could donate tho funds in their possoBsiou 
that way, us it was a fund vealized from 
the public. 



Trustee Milne, referring to the loiter id" 
Mr, Pojie regarding the three days holi- 
day, said it was not satisf.tct<iry to him as 
it was not at all to the i.oint. The rule 
ntight ap|)ly to the country schools, but in 
Victoria it 'Was not ajiplicable, as it closed 
the schools for. three days. The teachers 
all leaving at once defeated the idiject; 
sought. If the teachers would go one or 
two at a time monitors could be aiipointed, 
but at present it merely extended the 
teachers holiday. Ho was sorry that the 
superintendent had not looked at tiie in.it- 
ter in a proper light. 

Chairman Higgins tliought tlie rule a 
most nnnecessary one. 

Trustee McMicking considered the rulo 
an unnecessary one. h might have been 
a desirable ono when there was a scarcity 
of toichors, but not at tho present. If 
tho board was given tho guidance, they 
could appoint monitors, but the board was 
not consulted in the matter at all. 

Secretary Haywanl said that Nanaimo 
and Victoria schools took the three days 
at the same time, and there was no op- 
portunity for visiting. He tliought tlie 
rule should be amended so thnt another 
abuse of the rule should not occur. Thu 
trustiees should have the power to dictate 
when teachers should go. 

On motion of Trustee Walker the secre- 
tary and Trustee Milno wore requested to 
draft a letter to the superintendent of 
education, stating the rea.sons the board 
objected to the n-gulatiiui and asking that 
it be ainunded. 

TAIinLME.SS OF I'UITLS. 

Trustee Milne called atlenlion to Ihe 
fact tliat, Ijirdiiies.s in atti-iidaiice at si'lioiils 
was oil the iiicrea.se. Mi! tluiiiL;lil teachers 
should better lnok after Ihe alt(;iidanco of 
the ohihlreii. 

Chairman Higgins said that it was a 
rule of the teachers to make pupils "write a 
misspelt word 1000 times. Ho would like 
instructions as to what ho. shmild du whei-e 
a toucher in a loiter luissjielt a wu-d. 

Truitoo Milne suggested lliul, he be re- 
quested to write the letttd- a thousand 
times. 

This item was left to committee of the 
whole. 

SXAMIKATION ROOM. 

Trustee Heisterman moved, seconded 
by Trustee McMicking that the education- 
al department be recjuested to alter the 
partition of the upper ili.or of the central 
school bo romoved s!i as In eii.-ible e.xami- 
nutioiis to beheld with ci uni'iiieuce. Car- 
ried. 

Board then wont into committee of the 
whole, 

After reading applications the board 
adjourned until a future date, when ap- 
pomtments will be made. 

A STEAMKJl ON VUiK. 

Hteamer Skldsgato Alniost Totally Destroyed 
by riro at Porter's Wharf Lost Kyoning- 
iler Master Goes Crazy and 
Is Locked Up. 

Last night about 10 o'clock the big bell 
on tho Tiger engine liouHe liooined mit its 
startling tones, announcing I hat a lire was 
raging somewhere. Tho men were ipiickly 
to their hose reels, but some little time 
elapsed before they could locftto tho tire 
as the alarm was not sounded from the 
toleiili.ino ollice. At last word came that, 
there was an extensive lila/.e on Store 
street and the number of the ward being 
struck, the men were on the spot in a few 
minutes, when it was discovered that the 
Bleanior Skidegato's upper works were on 
fir« at Porter's wharf. Tho engines 
could not be t,al;eii down but 
buckets wero . procured and the 
llamtds wero (jnickiy subdued, but having 
coinmiiiiicatud with the hold smoke con- 
tinued to pour forth in dense volumes. 
Wlioii Assistant Engineer Deasy arrived 
at tho liurning Hteamer ho immodititely 
gave signs by means of I'.is whistle for 
help, but was innuediately assaileil by the 
captain, who was almost, ci azy, in blaspho- 
mous terms. Mr. Dotusy quickly put a 
stop to his talk, and after throe hours' 
hard work his mon hud entirely drownud 
the lire. By that lime the caiitaiii of the 
vessel had bccniiio so vinleiit t li;it M r. 1 )uaHy 
had him taken in charge, uud it is feared 
ho has become insane, pmhalily only teiu 
porarily It is a wonder that the vessel 
was not entirely consumed, as sho is so 
Bfttui'fttod with oil tliat a matoli touched 
to tho wood work would easily sot it, 
ablaze. It is understood that tlie Skide- 
gate ia uninsured.

Keport of Mr. Hell. C. K., Who Made aii Kx- 
ploratory Survey of the Kout«. 



li'ollowing is the report of Mr. 11. P. 
Bell, M. 1. C. E., who last fall mado an 
oxploratoiy survey in order to ascertain 
tlio most practicable route for a railway 
into the Cariboo gold tields. It contains 
a description of suveral routes, which will 
be found on perusal to bo described in 
detail. It is tlie intention to forward the 
report with outline and index maps at- 
tached to the Dominion government in 
order that the latter may be placedin pos- 
session of sufficient information when a 
subsidy is asked for the obnstruotion of 
tho radway: ♦ - '

Under these inaLi-iiclions I left Victoria on 
N'oveiiibor 23rd, 1S,S<), wi nl Ihroiigli to Harkur- 
villo, and returned lo Victoria February fllb, 
l(i87, having accomplisbeii tho object of Iheso 
instructions, 80 far as outdoor oporatloiis, then 
iiracUcable, are concerned.

Tho diirerenco of cost butwoen a lino from 
Cache (;reek to Asboroft, and one from Cache

That jiortioii of llii^ line up the llonapurUi 
river going uurth from the I'^tlb mile post on 
tho waggon road (Mundort's farm), surveyed by 
K. \V. Jarvls in 1873, is thus described in the re- 
port of tho Canadian Paciflo railway surveys lo 
British Columbia by -Mr. Marcus Smith: 

"Tho last point is 1,83'2 foot above sea level, 
and thence '21 miles up the valley tho gradea 
are tolerably uniform, at the rate of 31 foet par 
mile, the only variat ions being ouo of 73 foet per 
mile for two and n iialf milea, and a few short 
lengths of i\i feol per mile, 

'"rho works tlirongboul this length will be 
light, for although the sloiies of the valloyo are 
rock, Wil li a thin covering of soil, tho line can 
be kept closo to Ihe bottom flats, avoldingany 
deep cutting. 

'"riionco for throe miles and a quarter, to the 
head waters of tho Bunanarto, the rise Is at tho 
rate of two foot por 100, tnrouph a narrow val- 
ley, with much loose rock on ita slopes; in this 
(ho work will he "Ml her heavy. 

"We have iio\. r 'nclicd lui altit iide of 3,S72 
feet above sea lev -1, ill a liroad oiicii basin or 
depression in the ^ ■.-cal, r.i iitral plateau of IJrit- 
isb Coluiuhia, tli: Hoi ajiarte river flowing 
gently through a i )iiiii of lakes or beaver dams. 
Tbo rise in the uc,\ 1'2 miles is only 1-J2 loet'per ' 
mile, and Ihe work will be' very light." ■ . 

It will be seen from tbo forogoing- thatitUs ' 
iiortion of Jlr. Marcus Smith's dosoripQon'bftto' 
line up Iho lionapaite river vnlloy covers a dis- 
tance of about 1(1 miles. The prolllo of this por- 
tioii of tliti line (sent from (Jllawa) is useful, not 
•lily in relid ion to I lial same section, but also oa 
a fair siiiiijih! of a huge |iroporlion of tbo work 
to lui fmiiid ii|ioii ilic whole' dislance, from the 
soiilh leriiiiiial iKiinl lu I ir.rkcrvillehy the Bona- 
parteroiile. I mil, however, inclined to believe 
that Iho slceiiivsl Kradcs. as aul forth in tho fore- 
going desi ription, ma> be considerably reducod 
wilbout malerlally liicrca.sing the cost of the 
work. 

Tho country between the plateau of the Bona- 
parte, at the Siitli mile (see idaii) and the 14'2nd 
mile, is of tho snnio general character. It may 
bo Bsuiumarlzed by calling it an undulating 
plateau oflering miicdi choice of ground, requir- 
a tlioroiigli survey, but quit (M.-apable of aflord- 
iiig in ri'liirii tlicrcl'ora line of economical tralllc 
capacity, witlioiil heavy works. Tbo only cross- 
ing of any iiiagiiit iide in Ihe whole of this dis- 
tance Is licit of Iho Bridge creek, near 100th 
mile (see plan). From the l lL'iul mile to the 150th 
it would be poaaiblo to descend to the valley of 
the Horsefly river by Moifot creek, ono of Its 
tributaries; but tho descent would necessitate 
a rough lino with heavy works, sleep grades, 
ipilck luirves, and a low standard of economical 
tralllc i-apiii-ily. A good line mav bo run, re- 
ducing the grade or extending the descent over 
a greater leuglli, by following the woDtom 
benches of MoH'al creek, w liich are singularly 
free from ravines, sirikiiig Iho head watorsof 
the six mile creek near the llStb nillo by plan, 
tbo descent by which establiHiios the fino by 
way of Beaver river as laid down upon plan 
herewith. Goiiig down the valley of thoBeaver 
river from tho hoad-waters near tho 148th nillo, 
the valley descends in easy gradalioiis by low 
benches luiclosed bet w iM'ii sloping side-hills with 
a St riiighl general direetioii. Helow the IfiOth 
mile, the valley eoulraets in width for about 
two iiiilcH, till' bolloiii bench levels riso, and 
'i heir we.'-tcrr. slopes eneroai li upon the crook 
cliamiel, but not eiiougb to iiceessilale the in- 
troduction of heavy grades or cxpensivo works. 
Tlienco all tbo way down lo the farm and ranche 
of 1<^, Tl & Co,, at tho crossing of the Cariboo 
trail, near the ICiSth milo by plan, the general 
(diai-iicler of the valley is wide and the slopes 
are cisy, as liidore dcsc'rilied. 

'I'iie cast side of Ihc valley .seems to be the 
best for a lino all t lie wav down. 

Mr, Marcus ."^iniili, in Ids report upon tho sur- 
veys of the Ciiiiii liaii I'm illc railway ill 1873, 
thus descrilic-i ilie valley of Iho Heaver river: 

"On the second day's .[ournc.v the trail crossed 
a large farm ill I he Heaver valli^y near which 
\vc cuiniu'd. This \;illey as far as 1 cuuldseo 
each wm; from the a(. -'liniiig bciglil.s, looked re- 
markably favorable In. :' line of railway." 
IClsewbere Mr. .Marcus Jtniil b says: 
"Tho Heaver lakc^ is tlu! most important of 
those valleys. In some places it is fully a milo 
in breadth, anil eoiilaiiis soiiii.' good agricultural 
lands and ahtiiidancc of nlcado\^■ grass. On the 
slopes arc some palebcs ot inferior bunch grass; 
but we are here on tlu; nortlieru \'ergc of the 
bunch griLss belt. Tbis vallev joins that of the 
Queanclle betweiui Ibirly and forty milea above 
tho iiioiitb ot I lie latt er, and in connection with 
tho llorsoflv valley atfords a good line for a 
railway botweon the.Cloarwater and the Fraser 
rivers. ' -r . : ' • . ' , 

Having described tho cliaractor of the Beaver 
valley, 1 will lake up next I hat portion of Quos- 
nidlc river valley bc'i ween I lie Forks of Quos- 
nelleand the moiilli of Ihc Heaver river, n dis- 
tance of about eleven miles hy plan. The valley 
of lJucsnelle river is llaukcd by high benches 
enclosing hotlom Huts niioii all eriiate .sides.^vlth 
horo and I hero a blull' or slide ns the river 
curves Into the slopes of the valley In its i 

from side to sido. Thoro is a orossing^ofv 

river to be mado in this section, which may be > 
located at such n point as to admit of tho line 
being kept upon the best side of tbo river all the 
way up to the Forks. The works uiion this sec- 
tion need not he extra lu-avy, and thore aro 
tbreo good river crossings in tbo first seven 
miles below tho Forks of Quesuelle..

LATEST KRO.M NANAIMO. 

The Work of Clearing the Debris Going on— 
The T. O. Co.lIave Froviaed all ; 
Belief Funds to Date. , : 

Nanaimo, May-17. V 

Eight ]). ill. Tuesday. — No search 
parties have been at wmk to-daj', the 
dangerous condition nf tli;; roof still rend- 
ering it unsafe fur the explorers to ven- 
ture into the bulls near the diagonal slope 
where the rem.iinder nf the missing are 
entombed. We are still sending two 
large streams of salt water down the No. 
1 shaft thence thnnigh the main level to 
the bottniii i,f llii- No'. -2 shaft, where tho 
lire broke out. A ],iiworful steam jiump 
placed on tliw beach at high water mark 
is employed for this purpose. This water 
is afterwards all lifted by tho engines on 
the surface. Thei-e is no longer any ap- 
pearance of lire aroiiiul the pit bottom 
steam only rising' fnuu the heaps of fallen 
rock and coal, indicating that thuy aro 
still hcuted to a high t nuperaturo. Wo 
are also removing fallen rock at thu seat 
of the lire, and. should , any . flame again 
break out here during the progress of 
this work the danger that existed for sev- 
eral days Hiibsci|iicnt to the explosion 
would not recur. The explosive gas now 
being drawn olF fiiuii the miiio is 
brought into contact with tbo air 
forced down through the down 
(No. 1) shaft aud ia then taken by 
a long circuit to the drift on the north 
side of the iipcaifc (No. 2) shaft, through 
which it i:i carried to the surface. Tho 
whole eonrso of the eiieiiil, is outside tho 
fire area. The <inly danger now to be 
appriihended by search parties and by 
thoHo removing crushed and luinit tim- 
bers and other debris arises from falls of 
rock from the roof looseiiiid at the time of 
the explosion. The caves (as falls of rock 
are termed) havi! been V(!ry heavy. In one 
or two phiccB thousands of tons of rock 
have fallen in a mass and large frag- 
ments will c<mtinuo • to fall for 
some days. Koi- t he iiifm niation of sub- 
scribers to Iho NanaiuKi relief fund, I 
desire to stale that up to this time tho 
Vaiicoiiviu' (-'oal Company , have claimed 
the privilege of ininistoring to the urgent

A WISE REQUEST. 

The nnuarks of his liifilslii]) tlio chief 
justice yesti'rd.ay in his chai'gi: Id tho jury 
in the casu of tho Queen i>. .Iuhii,rei|iie.st 
ing the press to uliiuiuiito tho detnils i>f 
the case, will meet witli tlio ;ippr<.ival of 
tho puhlic. TIiu t^viJcuco submittud in 
sucli CU.SU.S is iiiv.irialilj- of a cliaracter uu 
fit for i)ublicutiiin, ami its i-uprdductimi in 
tho liewspapei's is lutt :iii aggravation of 
tho oriiuo. Tlio press of N'ictoria will 
gladly coincide with his lordship's view of 
the matter and refrain from making pub- 
lic the ovidenco. There can bo no ques- 
tion that this wiso policy sliould bo pursued 
in all similar cases, for it is undeniable 
that tho facts elicited have an evil ell'ect 
on the minds of tho peojjlo who peruse 
them, and especially upon the younger 
members of tho community. It is to Ids 
worship's credit that the suggestion should 
have come from so liich an authority, and 
his e.xamplo is one that mii;ht be followed 
with good result by the English judges, 
for the seoujulrels that havo been of late 
unearthed in tiie courts and published to 
the world through the press are a dis- 
grace to civiliaition. 

THE PUBLIC FINANCES. 

Tho statement of Dominion revenue 
and expenditure for the cm-rent fiscal 
from July 1, 1886, to April 30, 1887, 
u most satisfactory. For the last two 

years tho transactions liave produced a con- 
siderable deficit, duo merely to the fact 
that tho coat of suppressing tho rebellion 
in tho Northwest was defrayed out of the 
current revenue, and also in part to the 
decrease in customs receipts through tlio 
decline in tlie value of staple articles, 
which reduced tho receipts from ad val- 
orej/i duties. To date tlie income has 
been $28,10(),9.'!(;, as compared with Sl'7,- 
30V.67o in the corrospoiiding period of 
the preceding liscal year, a gain of some 
$850,000. Tlio principal sources of reve- 
nue yielded as follows:

Some considerable variations in the ac- 
counts, it will bo observed, occur. The 
decrease of $700,000 in the incojne from 
interest was caused by the canceUation of 
the indebtedness of the Canadiim Pacific 
railway company to the govorninent on 
account of the h.an of Sl.'0,U(Kl,00() to it, 
which loan was extinguished last summer. 
Customs receipts are larger by $2,000,- 
000, an increment arising out of the 
proaperfius conditiciii of trade and the 
larger impoi lal i( ins ri'cpiiriMl to sati.sfy the 
legitimate consniiipti\<! demand. I In the 
other hand thi' uxiiso revenue 
is consideral)ly less than a year 
ago from the fact that in anticipation 
of important changes in excise duties in 
the session of 1880 very large qiiaiitilie.s 
of liquor weri! tal;on out of Ijond, and 
the eiiuilibriiiin is oidy now being restor- 
ed. The gain in income fj'oni the post 
ofiice and public works, under which Lat- 
ter head is included railway.^ opwtatod by 
the government is the result of the 
growth of the population, more active 
trade movement and extended jMistal 
facilities. 'I'lie exi)i'iidil uri! of the ciir- 
ront year to .Vpi il ;!0 w;is .S25,!)S,'),D48 as 
against §28,850,24!) in tiiu sjimo period of 
the preceding year, a reduction of S2,- 
865,000. Almost tho whole of this arises 
out of tho item of cost for the stippres- 
sion of the iijirising in tin; N'oi-tliwtjst, 
there having l»-i,'n spent for this service 
only §210,080 this yoaf .as conijiared with 
82,830,2-11; iti tho" yi;ar 1885-0 to same 
date. On April 1st a year ago the ex- 
penditure exceeded the revenue by §1.- 
642,674, while now the revenue exceeds 
tho oxjienditiiro by .S2, 17o,,'!88, making a 
tottd gain on the ten nionlhs of §l>,718,- 
002, O'j May 1st of this year interest 
on the pulilic debt to the iimouiit of SI, 
274,005 fed! due and was paid, and that 
about closes tho iutoroat charge for tho 
fiscal year.

EAILWAY COMPETITION. 

The San Francisco f,7n-oin'i-/c t,'d<es the 
"Sacramento railroad organ," as it calls 
it to task, for tittering ft'onzied tqipenls to 
the poojile i>f Ctilifornia to give their 
patronage to American niilroiuls and not 
to fatten that audaeiouH interloper, the 
Canadian Pacific. As tlie ( 'Itruiticli: very 
truly says; Foigi'Iful of savage old 
Samuel Johnson's saying that patriotism 
is tho last refuge of a scoundrel, it at- 
tempts in every way to work the patriotic 
business, and in its zeal to citrry out the 
purposes and dosigiiH of its employer, 
prosaos the sonLiniont of patriotism to the 
verge of idwunlily. Why should n ship- 
per on this coast care whether liis wool or 
his sugar or his canned stdmon is carried 
east upon a Ciuwuliiin railroad or a Ignited 
States railroad? Should the grain • mer- 
chant wait to ship a cargo of wheat to 
Liverpool until ho can find an Ainoriciin 
voHsul to carry it? Did the Central or 
Southern Pacific railroad company iiiiist 
upon its steel raHs being of American 
manufacture, or the men who built the 
roads being of Amoi'ican birth / la there 
unv lei/itiinate Question of nationality in- 



volvod in tho matter of freights and fares 
or is it not tho true-rule to ship goods or 
to tnvvol by tho road which will furnish 
the best service for the least money? Is 
not this a perfectly correct tipplication of 
the converse of the favorite railroad jiro- 
positiun, all the tnillic will bear,? Will 
any traffic rightly or economically be.ir a 
transportation charge of §2 when 
the same service can bo obtain- 
ed upon anothor road for §1. 
"Wo have had it dinned into our cars over 
and over again tliat tlie iictual cont of 
service was not ti factor in forinulatiuL,' 
railroad eliaiges, but that the ultimate 
reguhitor of such charges was competi- 
tion. Very weU, for the time wo accept 
tho statement as correct, and admit that 
competition, and that only, can be deem- 
ed to regulate charges; but lo, and behold, 
when we put our recently acciuired know- 
ledge into practical operation, and under- 
take to do business at low rates with a 
competing road, wo are at luice iiitrodiieed 
to a new term in tho utiuatior,, of which 
we had never heard before, iiaifioly, that 
by competition was meant conii)otition 
between two or more rotuls under the 
same government. We will have none of 
such distinctions. Either the general 
railroad proposition that competition de- 
termines rates is right or it is wrong. If 
it is right, it is our privilege, nay more, 
it is our duty, to avail ourselves of com- 
petition wherever we can find it. If, on 
the contrary, it is wrong 'iiul untrue, 
then tho railroad couipaiiies and tliiiir 
servants have been wilfully deceiving us 
now these many yeara. We submit that 
we lue under 110 possible obligation, oven 
the most shadowy or attenuated, to show 
any favors at all to a corporation which 
has systematically titid <;onstantly disre- 
garded the wislu'.s of its |iatrons and en- 
riched its stockliolders at the expense of 
the Jieople. Wu have at last, succeeded in 
dislodging tho old man of the sea ft 1 1111 
his seat upoji oun shoulders, iind we should 
be very silly to again siilimit oiuselvesto 
his fatiil eml)raee. We welcome conqieti- 
tion from whatever source it may eume, 
and wo decline to be dragooned into sup- 
porting a monopoly upon any pretext of 
patriotism. 

Mexico has always been noted as a 
country of vtiluable mines. 'I'he Sptuiish 
eoiuiuerors were astonished at the num- 
ber of gohl and silver ornanieiits which 
tho natives possessed. Tlieso line metals 
were fully disiil.ayod to their gaze tdniost 
as soon as they liinded, and as theyi>cno- 
trated the land they observed that silver, 
and oven gold, was so plentiful that the 
choice substances were cointnonly used 
for the most ordinaiy purposes. l!ut 
when they came to looii for tlie mines 
from which the precious ores had l)een 
extracted, they encountered so many dif- 
tieultios that it was a long time before any 
of tlio chief deposits were located. But, 
after years of careful search, seven mines 
were opened uji, which proved the richest 
gold and silver deposits which liiive yet 
boon fuund. These bcjiitinza mines were 
located in Northern Mexico, and, until 
within something over one hundred years, 
they were constiiutly Avorked with an im- 
mense profit. Tho supply of precious 
metjd-bearing quartz docs not sootn to 
havo failed even to the slightest extent. 
The country was in a fair way of bccoui- 
ing immensely rich from this source alone 
when an Indian uprising swept over 
the mining district, and not only drove 
away the miners, imtalso obliter:iteil ,all 
landmarks of their labt.r. Since then 
many atteiuiita have been made to dis- 
cover this lost El Dorado ; but all liavo 
failed, until the work was taken charge of 
by some Americans, who went about the 
prospecting in a tlioroughly scientific m. in- 
ner. For nearly two yeara this search 
was continued, witliout apparent results. 
At last, when near the southern limit of 
Qnaynopa, the exploring party ran across 
a set of chtu'ta in a ruined monastery. 
From the directions thus secured the 
party were able to find t wo of the lost 
mines and expect to locate the others. 
The ruins are in tho moat lofty regions of 
the Sierra Madre mountains, and are of 
surprising richness. In one theie are wide 
veins of unknown wealth, wliii-b yield 
morj than 00 per cent, of sidid silver, ajid 
in tho other the quartz averages very high 
in free milling gold. Tiiu C'hicag(j coni- 
pany, under whose direction tlu-si! discov- 
eries ll.avo been made, owns l,'i,(KMI,()ll() 
acres of the biist gra/.ing land in Mexico, 
and is now ttiking nieasurits looking t^) a 
large American settlement. 



Auci'roN s.vr.E?*. 
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Tho rigor of the church's rule in Scot- 
l.and is lieiiig relaxed, .•ind institutions 
that tlie custom of conturil^1 li.-ul litillowiMl 
are passing away. A proof of this is 
found in the recent action of the presby- 
teries of Edinburgh, Esbiblishod, United 
Presbyterian .and Free, in ab.mdoning t he 
Thursday fast days preceding the Sabljath 
celebr.ation lA the Lord's siippi;f. Since 
tlie reforiiiatiiin these liiid been s.aeredly 
ke|)t and were not only church, but legal 
holidays. In tho old time, and yet in 
many places, they were wont to be sei n|i- 
ulotisly observed as occasions of soleijin 
fast. But of l;ite years a eh.ange had 
came over the [jeople. With the advuiil 
of tho rtiilidtid came a desin; to make ti.se 
of its facilities, and when cheap excur- 
sions were ofl'eriiil, even on the sacred 
Thursdays, the jajople, or the younger 
portion of them, took the opportunity of 
seeing the country beyond 'the bninids of 
their immediato p.irish. Travel iikmiiI 
other pleasures as well ; the public house 
was too seldom left uiivisited by the ex 
euraionists, and tin; fast day becanKt a 
stumbling block instt^.id of a solemn prep- 
anition for the .Sabbath. .As the London 
Tiincf says, "thoro wjis good reason for 
the step in tlio interest, not alone of the 
ehiirch, but of public <leceney." Tlie 
churches li.ave .acted well, but the change 
will 1)0 regretted by those who remember 
the day as it was kept in bygone years.

A loading meiu- 
bor of parliament characterized Bayard's 
proposal to TiiK UoLO.Msr leiiresontative 
as being tho moat impudent one he had 
over heard of. In short, it amounts to 
this: "You Canadians givo up your rights 
jiiid contoutioiis, conipensato those lishor- 
meii of (lloiicostor and other I'nitod

The .\nu rican re- 
ply to this Latest propnsition h.as not boon 
received. In I lie iiie.antiino tho protoc- 
tieii fleet will got to work to prevent the 
.Mas.saehusetts Hsh pirates from contraven- 
ing treaty law.

As 1 wired the other d.ay the members 
of your city aro urging the government to 
rigidly enforce the law in British Colum- 
bia respecting ste.aiu nigs. On lake ()n- 
taiio the .Aiueric.ins take good care that 
(-".an.adi.an tugs do not. enter I'nitod States 
ports for cliarter.s, and similarly our cus- 
toms othcors reciprocate in kind. Only in 
dire necessity, such as in a wrecking cjiso, 
cm an American tug operate in our wa- 
ters. .Mr. Sliakespeiue represents to Mr. 
I'.n.'.cll thai this law in British Columbia 
is not in oiier.at ion ; that United States 
tugs enter Victoria with impunity and 
tjiko charters, while on the other hand 
Victoria tugs camiot opemte in the ports 
of Wa.shington Territory. The minister's 
.attention having been drawn to this uu- 
faii iioss, doul)tlos8 the law will be en- 
forced iu future.

METHODIST OONFERElCCill. 

Tho following report on temperance 
was presented to tho special conuuittoe on 
Monday afternoon: 

1. Your committee rejoice iu noting the 
fact that tho principal journals in tho 
province are now willing to assist In edu- 
cating tho i)ublic Jmind with respect to 
tho total pr(>hibition of the liquor traflBo, 
and thoy hail this assistance with no 
amall degree of satisfaction. > 

2. We are gratified, too, in the greabind 
steady advancement made by the various 
temperance organizations within tho past 
year, and from the present prospects 
trust that by tho united oflbrta of pulpit, 
press and platform, tho timo is not far 
distant when the people will rise in their 
majesby and pow»?r and declare with one 
vdioo; that this torriblefcuriie fof : hu 
must and shall be banished from our 
midst. 

It is with a feeling of profound sad- 
ness and amazement tliab wo vie*" the 
mnlilation of tho Municipal Act by tho 
legislative assembly — the trampliug under 
foot tho rights of the people for tne pur- 
pose of permitting liciuojr'iiiJcKmB^to -bo 
forced upon thorn agamst the will of the 
majority of the oloct^ra. We mo«fc ear- 
nestly hope that tho intelligent elocton 
of British Columbia will not long submib 
to such despotic and degrading aptlon. 

4. To educate tho j)eople oii the kem- 
])oranco question it was recommended: 
(a) That all our luhiiBtors bo instructed to 
preach at least once a year a special ser- 
mon on this theme; (1;) that tho regalsr 
weekly prayer be mndo a t«mporftnoo 
jirayer meeting at lukst onc« a quarter; 
(c) that a temiieranco society be formed 
on all circuits and miasions and that thu 
iSnnday .school children bo encouraged to 
take the total abatlnonco pledge; (d) that 
unfernienfed wine only bo used in all our 
ehnrelies; (e) that tho people bo urged to 
woi'k and [iray and vote until we gain tho 
entire prohibition of tho liquor tralhc. 

Tho report was subsequently adopted. 

The conference met again at 9:30 o'clock 
a. m. yesterday, the president. Rev. £. 
Robson, in tho chair. 

A committee consisting of Revs. Messrs. 
Hall, Green and Dowler, was appointed to 
prepare a aeries of resolutions on the 
(piestion of Sunday observanoe. 

Rev. Mr. Tait, from the committee on 
statistics, presentod tho report. Tho 
total membership of the church for the 
present ci nferenco was stated to be 1,976; 
membership last year, 1,714, nliowiug au 
increase of 2(il; nnnistors and probation- 
ers, 22; local preachers, 46; amount of 
money niisod for tho sevenl connexional 
funda, 4;;i,l(i0.7(); iiiiiod for ministerial 
su])|)ort, $7,4ii8.70; for all other purpoiM, 
§8,.")2(!. Report adopted. 

Rev. Mr. Tait was ai)i>oint»d oompilor 
of the statistics, which are re(iuirod to bo 
sent to the general conforonco. 

Rev. Mr. Hendaw proaontod tho report 
on memorials, etc., recommending tl;»t 
the congregation at Vancouver \>o givou 
powor to sell tho lot on Water strout, tho 
proceeds to bo applied to tho erection of 
a new church. The report was adopted 
and the secretory was authorized - 1» pro- 
vide Dr. Williams with the provincial 
laws on tho subject, with a view to their 
modilication. 

Rov. F. W. Hall, secretary, road 
tho report of the committee on missions 
to tile Indians. 

Rev. Mr. Crosby's girl hom» waa re- 
11(1! ted to Imvo nineteen girls and oilo 
i>oy, and to be niaintainud by a grant 
from the W. M. S. and voluntary sub< 
scriptioiis, The deficit iii management ia 
S.'iOO. Tho institution has given shelter 
to 100 (children sinco ita organisation. 
The high degree of ellicioncy is attributed 
to the methodical, painstaking and peiae- 
veriiig ell'ortB of the presont matron, Miai 
Knight, late of Halifax, N. S. 

The N;uis river orphanage for boys was 
eslablisheil by Rev. A. E. Green sorou 
yi'urs ago. About forty boys have bewii 
cared for here sinco its commenoumeut 
and the inmates now number seven. The 
^ 'loys .are ' ..'ght a common SChool edusa- 
I fiou, .and .efuUy instructed In religion 
and industrial pursuits, and provTd«(d 
with cl ••hiiig. 

Resolved. (1.) That tho condition of the 
Lnlians of B. C, is such thftt tii« l)Qmin> 
ion giivernnient bo urged to establish in-' 
dnstrial seiiools. 2. That conaid»ring tho 
length of time during whioh wo have been 
engageil in mission work amuin{ tho lu- 
dians, the numerous ugeueies empluyud, 
and the libei'.al eiijendituro by our mii- 
sionnry society in their maintenance and 
the large nundier of Indiana now under 
our i;are, we are of opinion that ono er 
e.ion- ..f these institutions ahosld be placttd 
r.'idei this ■ tion of tho Methodist 
ehurch. 3. That the most suitable loca- 
tion for such H school is the vallsy of the 
lower Fniser. 4. That a home for Indian 
girls of the Flat Head tribes would supply 
a missing link in miKsionary oporatiuni 
in the soul hern part of the prorinoe, and 
we ecjusider the mission premises at Obil: 
liwhaek the most eligtble locatioB for 
audi a home. 

The report was finally adopted as a 
whole. 

'i'he comnntlee on (Jhineao mission and 
(;irls' Homo then iirosented its report. It 
stated tliat the lidssion had been in opera- 
tion for .fifteen month8;thut anightschool 
was hold five nights iu thu wueU; that 
the attenilance at the Sabbath gchool Wfti 
from ten to lifteen. and the attendanco on 
the Sabbath services ovor ono huudrod 
i']vangelistie services aro being h«ld by 
Mr. .lonesina hall, rented at $16 per 
month. Five Chinese girls had boon res- 
cued from a life of shame and degredation 
and three of thom were still in the home 
These girls wore allowed for a timo to 
smoke, as that custom was univsrsal 
among tho Chinese, but tho amount of U)- 
bacco used was graduidly reduced and now 
none waa allowed. It was recommondod 
that a well educated Chinese missionary 
be employed t,o teach Chinese literature 
and liible truths in coimcctioH vrith the 
nusaion, and that Chiijetto schools be 
opened in New Westminster andNaualnio. 
The re])ort_ provoked a debate, during 
which tlm (Jtiostiou of missionary olforts 
among the Chinese, the expense, etc., 
were fully discussed. 

The rejiort having boon adopt«<l the 
conforonco adjourned at 12:30 o'clock 
p.( m. . ■
